Police Prepare a Detailed Description 
of the Stranger for the Benefit 
of Families Which Have 
Missing Members. 


An accurate description of the unidenti- 
fied suicide, whose name and the motive 
for whose deed are still shrouded in mys- 
fery, has been prepared by the police. 

The body is still on view at the morgue 
fwhere it has been since the stranger dicd 
gat the City Hospital after shooting him- 
pelf, in the saloon at 812 North Third 
street, last Thursday afternoon. 

Persons whose relatives or friends are 
Missing and descriptions of whom secm 
to fit that of the man are communicating 
with the police and morgue keeper from 
places in Illinois and Missouri and several 
of them are on the way te the city to at- 
tempt to identify the remains. 

Among the number is Joseph Hatcher of 
Pocahontas, Mo., who believes that the 
body is that of his grandson, James Ad- 
ams, a dealer in stock, who disappeared 
recently from his home, Newell Post Of- 
fice, near Pocahontas. A partial identi- 
fication was made Paturday night by Mrs. 
Cora Eickerman of 2723 ive street. Mr. 
Hatcher arrived in St. Louis Monday and 
is expected to call at the morgue soon. 

A woman, who said that she resided on 
Chouteau avenue, called at the morgue 
Monday, and, after seeing the body, de- 
clared that she believed that it was the 
body of J. F. Salmon of Salem, IIl., a real 
estate dealer, who, she said, had stopped 
at her residence some time during the 
early days of last week.

The first trading was well distributed 
throughout the list and was at prices gen- 
erally higher than the close on Friday. 
Union Pacific sold at 116 a few minutes af- 
ter 10%'clock, showing a gain of $40 a share 
as compared with Thursday's low point. 

Develofiments in the Northern Pacific sit- 
Nation are awaited with keenest inter- 
est, but it was the general opinion in Wall 
street today that it would be some time be- 
fore the question of control would be defi- 
ages settled. It is belleved that one party 
to the controversy holds control through 
the preferred stock and that several intri- 
cate legal points are involved concerning 
the rigit of the directors of the company 
to retire the preferred stock at par and 
thus deprive it of its voting power. 

The heavy buying of Union Pacific which 
up to the present has not been explained, 
was continued today, and during the first 
half-hour of trading the price rose on large 
transactions to 123, a gain of M7 a share.

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TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


President Harrison of the School Board and Supt. Soldan 
stated in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of the 12th that the sal- 
aries of teachers would be increased as soon as the financial 
conditions should werrant the step. 

A liberal policy in this respect is not only just, but wise, 
from the standpoint of the public interest. Teachers should 
be paid living salaries. Their efficiency is especially depend- 
ent upon comfort, for good work that is exclusively moral 
and intellectual cannot be done without a substantial basis of 
“good living.”’ 

Mr. Soldan’s comparison of salaries paid in St. Louis with 
those in New York and other cities coes to show that we 
have been almost nigg@ardly in this respect. The maximum 
galary paid in New York to the lowest grade paid assistants 
is $1000 a year. In St. Louis it is $6. Head assistants in St. 
Louis receive $850 and principals of the largest schools $2000. 
Every other city in the country except Baltimore pays more. 

Whenever the Roard can see the way clear an increase of 
salaries will be approved by the public. The public schools 
of St. Louis are the objects of special pride, and anything cal- 
culated to augment their usefulness will receive the heartiest 
approbation of all good citizens.

This was the burden of Mr. Schwab's statement to the In- 
dustrial Commission Saturday. Mr. Schwab could see noth- 
ing but advantages to the country in the great steel combine 
and other combines. He dilated on the economies of combina- 
tions and the opportunities of specialized brains. 

But Mr. Schwab's view is captivating but superficial. It is 
true that there are great opportunities for specialized talents. 
But the opportunities are not created by the trusts. It is true 
that the combines offer enormous rewards for special trained 
capacity. But skill and capacity would not lack opportunity

but to work out independent careers. 

But after all it is not the great rewards of “specialized 
brains’ that make a prosperous and happy people, but the 
just rewards for average men. The mass and not the superior 
few must be considered. No opportunities and achievements 
of the strong can compensate for the crushing of the mass. 

Mr. Schwab and other defenders of the combines ignore al- 
together the social and politica] problems they create—their 
power over the necessaries of life and the opportunities of 
men. the'r crushing of independence, their control of govern- 
ment and their monopolizing of all resources and productions. 

These are the real questions to be considered in connection 
with combinations. That monopoly pays its agents well does 
not justify it.

BEAUMONT, Tex., May 10.-—-St. Louis 
merchants and capitalists rolled up their 
trousers and waded through the soft, damp 
sand this morning to see the oll flelds.

When thé Crescent, the newest and big- 
gest of them all, shot its black, slimy, 4- 
inch stream into the air, they tossed their 
hats high into the air and shouted, ‘““‘We be- 
lieve it now. We believe it.” 

The big gushers, like the TLucas, 
Beaty and the Crescent, are four miles 
south of the town at Gladys City. They 
form a cluster. The other wells are east, 
west and north of them. To the south the 
field has not been developea as yet. The 
land there belongs, it is said, to the Stand- 
The wells bored ur being 
bored number about 168. 

The eountryv about this city is level as a 
floor. Thea derricks over the wells can be 
seen for miles. From a distance their num- 
ber seems almost unlimited. 


The New Wells 
Going Down. 


The speculators and oil men here now 
their eyes on the Kaiser-Kelly and 
Warren wells just being sunk. These two 
are a mile and a quarter nearer Beaumont 
than the big gushers, and by some are held 
to be outside the oil fields. 

They are, however. in a direct line be- 
tween the gushers and Sour Lake. All 
the land along this line has been bought 
up by speculators who at first were sure 
they were gettine'‘in the field. Oil Was 
found at Sour Lake long before the gush- 
ers were Struck. 

If the Kelly and Warren welis prove 
to be g@ushers, they will “alge the specu- 
lators to have been right in buying up the 
land. Then, it :s said, wilder times will be 
seen here ever before. 

The St. Louisans would not have seen a 

usher in action had it not been for the 

indness of Mr. E. A. Fletcher. one of the 
owners of the Crescent guaher. who vol- 
unteered to turn on the stream in his well. 
The managers of all the other gushers had 
refused the request of the local reception 
committee that they let their gushers flow.
